Text of Proposed Voting Rights Act 


A B IL L [S1664J 
To enforce the Fifteenth Amendment 
to tile Constitution of the United 
States 


Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of 
Representatives 
of the 
United States of America in Congress 
assembled. That this Act shall be 
known as the “Voting Rights Act of 
1965.” 


SEC . 2. No voting qualification or 
procedure shall be imposed or applied 
to deny or abridge the right to vote 
on account of race or color. 


SEC . 3. (a) 
No person shall he 
denied the right to vote in any Fed­ 
eral, State, or local election because 
of his failure to comply with any test 
or device, in any State or in any 
political subdivision of a Slate which 
(1) the Attorney General determines 
maintained on 
November I, 
1964, 
any test or device as a qualification 
for voting, and with respect to which 
(2) the Director of the Census deter­ 
mine? that less than 50 percent of 
the persons of voting age residing 
therein were registered on November 
I, 1964, or that less than 50 percent 
of such persons voted in the presi­ 
dential election of November 1964.

A 75-foot rupture in a protect­ 
ing dike poured eight feet of 
water over the complex Mon­ 
day, and F ire Chief Fred Genz 
S r. said the potential danger 
Increased with the exposure of 
the tanks to flood debris.

W ithin six 
years, CB had attracted some 700,000 licensees. 
Many of the CB licensees ire responsible, 
but the F. C. C. has discovered that others are 
not. These ( Babies tike pleasure in interfering 
with other peoples’ transmissions, chatter need­ 
lessly, and use obscene language. Thousands <>f 
television set owners report having their recep­ 
tion of programs disrupted by the radio trans­ 
missions of voluble youngsters. 
Much of this abuse of the Citizens’ Band radio 
service should lx* eliminated beginning Monday, 
April 26, when new F. C. C. rules go into ef­ 
fect. They specifically prohibit operators from 
indulging in communications for hobby or di­

Malicious interference with another station’s 
communications is forbidden. If the new rules f ail

U. S. Foreign policy was recently likened to a 
long hospital corridor lined with separate rooms, 
each 
marked with a sign: “ Do Not Disturb 
The Russians in Cuba;” “ Do Not Disturb Nas­ 
ser In The Middle East;” “ Do Not Disturb The 
Viet Minh in Laos;” “ Do Not Disturb Indonesia’s 
Playboy, Sukarno.” 
Unless foreign |xilicy doctors get past the “ Do 
Not Disturb'* signs, the corridor will look more 
like a mausoleum, and behind each of those 
doors, freedom will die. 
1 here are those who say we have been doing 
our very best with these various “patients** 
throughout the world, and that if they do not 
respond, the fault is not with our prescription. 
• No matter what the problem Is in each of these 
Countries, the U. S. prescription is usually the 
same -- money under the labor of “ Foreign 
Aid.*’ 
All too often in Washington, the natural im­ 
pulse is to throw money at a problem. Hut 
throwing money at communism through our 
foreign aid program does not seem to be doing 
the job. 
Further, the medicine of foreign aid dollars 
seems to hurt the doctor more than it helps the 
patient. 
Since the end of World War II, the United 
States has passed out $120 billion in U. S. tax 
money to more than 100 countries throughout the 
world. 
The requirement for entering into this “ inter­ 
national clinic” for nations with sick economies 
has been unrestrictive. In many cases, we have 
had to sell them on the idea of receiving aid. 
Nations receiving aid are not required to have 
either sympathy or respect for the ideas of in­ 
dividual freedom (the ideas which have made 
the dollars available). Billions have been given 
away to communist, communist -leaning, and 
neutralist countries. 
The arguments for foreign aid are many. Often, 
the thinking of those who advocate foreign aid as 
the only method of stopping the spread of com­ 
munism follows this strange logic: 
“Country ‘A’ received no foreign aid, and 
turned communist. Foreign aid would have pre­ 
vented this. 
“Country ‘IB received foreign aid, but turned 
communist. Not enough aid. 
“ Country ‘C’ received foreign aid, and didn’t 
turn communist. This proves our aid prevented 
the turn. 
“Country ‘D’ received no foreign aid, and 
didn’t turn communist. Irrelevant.” 
Is foreign aid an effective weapon in the cold 
war? Has it profited the free world or the 
communist world? 
Lot’s look at the record. 
Indonesia was at one time a W;est(*rn colony, 
then 
it 
became 
a pro-Western independent 
country. After receiving almost $1 billion from 
the U. S., it is now a pro-Soviet nation. 
Under the label of “ neutralism,” Laos can 
virtually 
Ik * chalked up to the communists. 
Laos has received $500 million in U. S. foreign 
uid. 
( ambodia, whose economic life blood came 
from U, S. foreign aid, is slipping away. 
1 he United States gave Cuba $66 million in 
aid. Now the base for communist infiltration, 
agitation and propaganda in this hemisphere, 
Cuban communism seems to be more effective 
in winning the minds of the people in Latin Amer­ 
ica than billions of U. S. dollars. Several Latin 
American countries have been moving steadily 
toward the communist camp. 
The planners huve given huge amounts to 
African nations, but communist penetration 
there seems to be ahead oi freedom’s ad-

The list of nations receiving billions goes on 
and on, and there seems to be no end in sight. 
The list of nations bring taken into the com­ 
munist net goes on and on, and there seems to 
he* no end in Hght.

Why does this happen? Why 
favor of communism and not 
don»'' Money alone does not 
answer. 
1 . S. policy hu.s Ix-en weak. The I nited States 
has not l***n exporting the dynamic ideas of 
individual freedom that made that U. S. aid so 
plentiful. 
Communism exports ideas. The communists 
have been winning the cold war for men’s 
minds because the I . S. apparently has not 
understood this new kind of warfare. It does 
not take 
much agitation by the communists 
to get people to believe that the whole idea 
of American foreign aid is an “ imperialistic 
plot to gain control -- so the Imperialists can 
exploit the workers.” 
Once accepting this line, nations are easily 
drawn into the lit- that communism is more 
sympathetic to the needs of the workers. 
It is easy for communists to instill their prop­ 
aganda in unsuspecting minds when we do not 
have a program to counter the falsehoods with 
truth. Our silence -how.s we haven’t learned the 
rules of fighting the cold war. Communists 
have ix-on professionals 
with “the lie,” while 
we have been novices with the truth. When they 
have tw isted the facts, we have remained silent. 
In the nations receiving foreign aid, the cry 
for American dollars is made by many - in­ 
cluding the communists. Communist agents, in 
foreign countries, have been heard to say, “ We 
would like to have your American foreign 
aid dollars, because this would help to keep us 
from going communist.” This double-standard 
idea is worthy of consideration. Obviously 
a 
communist is not interested in the advance of 
anything but communism. For w hat other reason 
should he want to have foreign aid dollars in 
the country he is infiltrating? 
What good is foreign aid that builds a school 
to teach students to read when the reading 
material to be used in the school is filled with 
Anti 
- American propaganda? What good is 
foreign aid that builds a factory when anti- 
American worker’s groups will work there? 
What good is foreign aid that builds a hos­ 
pital when it will be staffed with communist 
nurses who indoctrinate the patients? 
I he fast recovery of Western Europe through 
our financial support has helped the free world. 
But over the years, world - wide opportunities 
for freedom have been diminishing. 
It is time to re-evaluate the 
foreign aid pro­ 
gram. Certainly it does no 
good to finance 
economic recovery of communist nations, be­ 
cause the money will be used to benefit com­ 
munism. Yugoslavia and Poland will not move 
toward freedom just because American dollars 
are sent there. 
ff it is not possible to do away with foreign 
aid altogether because of long-range commit­ 
ments, 
it is possible, while reducing it, to 
operate the program in terms of winning the 
cold war and in terms of freedom’s cause. 
As support for foreign aid has been losing 
ground, the idea for a F reedom Academy has 
been gaining support. The Freedom Academy 
idea proposes an organization to train officials 
who come in contact with communists. It would 
train them to counter communist efforts with 
constructive ideas for freedom. 
It would be through this very Freedom Academy 
that we might realize far greater results with 
foreign aid. The people representing the United 
States in foreign countries could be equipped 
with a greater knowledge of communist tactics, 
while executing the aid program. 
If America’s good intentions can be set forth 
^through a constructive information program 
in these countries, the advance of communism 
can be halted.

I he giant national firms have never lost sight 
of the fact production is not complete until a 
sale has been made. 
And their continued use of the newspaper, 
especially in the introduction of the new models, 
reaffirms their belief in the long standing axiom 
that “ all sales are local, and the basic local 
medium is the community newspaper.”

The M issouri Highway Patrol 
reports that only four counties 
in M issouri went through 1964 
without a traffic fatality. They 
were Bollinger, Hickory, Reyn­ 
olds and Schuyler. 
Jackson County recorded the 
most traffic fatalities of the 
114 M issouri counties, 127. The 
second highest traffic toll was 
reported in St Louis County 
with 115. This does not include 
the city of St. Louis which had 
85 traffic deaths. 
There were seven other Mis­ 
souri counties with 20 or more 
traffic fatalities 
in 
196 4, 
according to the Highway Pa­ 
tro l. They were; Greene County, 
38; New Madrid, 26; Pulaski, 23; 
Henry, 22; Newton, 21; and both 
Bates amd Cass Counties with 
20 traffic deaths. 
Last year 56 counties In Mis­ 
souri had an Increase In traf­ 
fic fatalities fiom 1963. The

W ashington-Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — Among the 
biggest contributors to the Re­ 
publican Party are executives 
of the Olin-M athieson Corp., 
of whom Spencer T. Olin 
is- 
Republican National T reasur­ 
e r. In 1962, he contributed$34,- 
600 to the GOP campaign chest 
while 
other 
Olin-M athieson 
executives brought the total up 
to a whopping $100,750. 
There is no known connection 
between this and the excess 
profits which Olin-M athieson 
has charged the Army. Never­ 
theless the public has a right 
to know that the general ac­ 
counting office has just charged 
that Olin-M athieson soaked the 
taxpayers over $1 million in 
excess profits for blank cart­ 
ridge powder. Most of this ex­ 
cess charge occured during the 
Republican adm inistration 
of 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
The general accounting office 
also charges that the Army, 
during the Eisenhower adm inis­ 
tration, 
changed its require­ 
ments so that only one company 
--nam ely Olin-M athieson, the 
big contributors to the Republi­ 
can P arty—could qualify for the 
contract. 
The directive which resulted 
in the whopping overcharge was 
issued April 1954 by Lt. Gen. 
Em erson L. Cummings, then 
Army ordnance chief. 
“ The 
chief of ordnance di­ 
rected that all m ilitary sm all 
arm s 
should eventually be 
loaded with ball-type propellant 
powder which was developed by 
and is produced only by Olin- 
Mathieson Chemical Corpora­ 
tion,” 
says 
the GAP Report. 
Since there were no other bid­ 
ders, 
Olin - Mathieson 
was 
awarded a negotiated contract 
that ran into staggering profits. 
Previously, 
the government 
had procured sim ilar powder at 
about 90 cents a pound. Instead, 
the Army purchased from Olin- 
Mathieson for $1.72 a pound 
“ without requesting a review of 
Olin - 
Mathieson’s 
co sts,” 
charged the general account­ 
ing office. 
“ Furtherm ore, even after ex­ 
cessive prices were disclosed 
by the Army Audit Agency,” 
says GAO, 
“ Contracting of­ 
ficials did not take tim ely ac­ 
tion to obtain a lower price from 
Olin-M athieson. 
“ Olin-M athieson earned prof­ 
its amounting to about 162 per 
cent of the cost of powder sold 
to Remington Arms during the 
period December 1958 to Jan­ 
uary 1962,” charges the GAO. 
“ When the excessive prices 
w ere eventually disclosed by an 
Army Audit Agency review, Olin 
-M athieson and the Army ne­ 
gotiated a significantly lower 
price for future delivery.” 
— PREVIOUS TROUBLE — 
This is not the first time that

— RUSSIAN MISSILES 
BEING UNLOADED— 
The most important develop­ 
ment in the Vietnamese War has 
just l»een reported to Washing­ 
ton—the arrival of huge crates 
on the docks of Haiphong be- 
lived to contain Russian SAM 
m issiles. 
Paotos have been taken from 
A m e r i c a n 
reconnaissance 
planes of Russian ships unload­ 
ing these crates.

long hospital corridor lined with separate rooms,

marked with a sign: “ Do Not Disturb 
The Russians in Cuba;” “ I)o Not Disturb Nas­ 
ser In The Middle Last;” ‘‘Do Not Disturb The 
Viet Minh in Laos;” “ Ix> Not Disturb Indonesia’s 
Playboy, Sukarno.” 
Unless foreign jjolicy doctors get past the “ Ix> 
Not Disturb” signs, the corridor w ill look more 
like a mausoleum, and behind each of those 
doors, freedom will die. 
There are those who say we have i>een doing 
our very l>est with those various “ patients” 
throughout the world, and that if they do not 
respond, the fault is not with our prescription. 
No matter what the problem is in each of these 
Countries, the U. S. prescription is usually the 
same - - money under the labor of “ Foreign 
Aid.” 
All too often in Washington, the natural im­ 
pulse is to throw money at a problem. But 
throwing money at communism through our 
foreign aid program does not seem to be doing 
the Job. 
Further, the medicine of foreign aid dollars 
seem s to hurt the doctor more than it helps the 
patient. 
Since the end of World War II, the United 
States has passed out $120 Dill ion in U. S. tax 
money to more than 100 countries throughout the 
world. 
The requirement for entering into this “ inter­ 
national clinic” for nations with sick economies 
has been unrestrictive. In many cases, we have 
had to sell them on the idea of receiving aid. 
Nations receiving aid are not required to have 
either sympathy or respect for the ideas of in­ 
dividual freedom (the ideas which have made 
the dollars available). Billions have been given 
away to communist, communist -leaning, and 
neutralist countries. 
The arguments for foreign aid are many. Often, 
the thinking of those who advocate foreign aid as 
the only method of stopping the spread of com­ 
munism follows this strange logic: 
“ Country 
*A* received no foreign aid, and 
turned communist. Foreign aid would have p re ­ 
vented this. 
“ Country *B’ received foreign aid, but turned 
communist. Not enough aid. 
“ Country ‘C ’ received foreign aid, and didn’t 
turn communist. This proves our aid prevented 
the turn. 
“ Country 
‘D’ received no foreign aid, and 
didn’t turn communist. Irrelevant.” 
Is foreign aid an effective weajxm in the cold 
war? Has it profited the free world or the 
communist world? 
Let's look at the record. 
Indonesia was at one time a Western colony, 
then 
it 
became 
a pro-Western independent 
country. After receiving almost $1 billion from 
the U. S., it is now a pro-Soviet nation. 
Under the label of “ neutralism ,” Laos can 
virtually be chalked up to the communists. 
Laos has received $500 million in U. S. foreign 
aid. 
Cambodia, whose economic life blood came 
from U. S. foreign aid, is slipping away. 
The United States gave Cuba $66 million in 
aid. Now the base for communist infiltration, 
agitation and propaganda in this hemisphere, 
Cuban communism seems to be more effective 
in winning the minds of the people in Latin A m er­ 
ica than billions of U. S. dollars. Several Latin 
American countries have been moving steadily 
toward the communist camp. 
The planners have given huge amounts to 
African nations, but communist penetration

seem s to be ahead of freedom’s ad­ 


vances.

It would be through this very Freedom Academy 
that we might realize far greater results with 
foreign aid.

Never­ 
theless the public lias a right 
to know that the general ac­ 
counting office lias just charged 
that Olin-M athieson soaked the 
taxpayers over $1 million in 
excess profit* for blank cart­ 
ridge powder. Most of this ex­ 
cess charge occured during the 
Republican adm inistration 
of 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
The general accounting office 
also charges that the Army, 
during the Eisenhower adm inis­

big contributors to the Republi­ 
can Party— could qualify for the 
contract. 
The directive which resulted 
in the whopping overcharge was 
issued April 1964 by Lt. Gen.

Warren E. 
Hearnes, which was one of the 
most 
highly 
contested pri­ 
maries in recent years, Car­ 
nahan remained more or less 
neutral. 
Carnahan is married and the 
father of three children. In 
1961 he was elected Police 
J udge at Rolla and the following 
year sent to the House from 
Phelps County. He Is a lawyer 
by training, with degrees from 
George Washington university 
In Washington, D. C. and the 
University of Missouri. 
During the 1963 session of the 
legislature, Carnahan served on 
the following committees; Edu­ 
cation, Federal - State Rela­ 
tions, High Education, Judiciary 
and Motor Vehicle and Traf­ 
fic Regulations.

Melvin E. Carnahan, who 
is serving his second term In the 
Missouri House of Represent»« 
tlves, has been named by House 
Democrats to succeed the late 
H. F. (Pat) Patterson of Colum­ 
bia, as Majority Floor Leader. 
Patterson, 
43, 
died unex­ 
pectedly In a House office after 
suffering a heart attack a few 
weeks ago. 
The new Majority Floor Lead­ 
er, Is securing the second most 
powerful position In the House, 
moved up from t>eing Patter­ 
son’s assistant. Although lie has 
just 
turned 31, Carnahan ap­ 
pears to have a bright future In 
politics. 
There was some contention 
for the Majority Leader’s post 
and several even went so far 
as to suggest leaving It vacant 
as a memorial to Patterson. 
However, Carnahan was the pick 
of 
House 
Speaker Thomas 
Graham, whose wishes general­ 
ly receive considerable atten­ 
tion. 
Contending 
with 
Carnahan 
were Rep. Tom Baker of Stod­ 
dard County, who later issued 
a verbal blast at what he termed 
Graham’s dictatorial policies; 
and Reps. Richard Southern of 
Monroe County and Earl Bol­ 
linger of Madison County. 
There was some feeling dis­ 
cussed that the person selected 
to follow Patterson should be 
one who had actively supported 
Warren Hearnes In his bid for 
governor. 
Southern, 
although younger 
than Carnahan, Is serving his 
third term in the House as is 
Baker. Bollinger Is In his fourth 
term . 
In the gubernatorial contest 
between 
the 
then Lieutenant 
Governor Hilary Bush and Sec­ 
retary 
of State 
Warren E. 
Hearnes, which was one of the 
most 
highly 
contested pri­ 
m aries in recent years, Cai> 
nahan remained more or less 
neutral. 
Carnahan is m arried and the 
father of three children. In 
1961 he was elected Police 
J udge at Rolla and the following 
year sent to the House from 
Phelps County. He is a lawyer 
by training, with degrees from 
George Washington University 
in Washington, D. C. and the 
University of Missouri. 
During the 1963 session of the 
legislature, Carnahan served on 
the following committees; Edu­ 
cation, Federal - State Rela­ 
tions, High Education, Judiciary 
and Motor Vehicle and Traf­ 
fic Regulations.

This "w asted" sunlight an­ 
noyed the frugal author of Poor- 
Riehard*s Almanac and he soon 
•volvsd a plan to conserve this 
daylight by advancing the clock 
one hour. 
DST achieved its first wide 
observance In World War I 
when It was adopted throughout 
the country to give farmers 
more time to work In their 


nday 


fields. 
Except 
for during the two 
world wars, observance of HST 
has been Optional. As a result, 
the country is spotted with a r­ 
eas 
of observance and non- 
observance. This is what has 
created the confusion. 


For 
example, 
In 1964, 15 
states started DST the last Sun­ 
day in April and ended it the 
last Sunday In October. Another 
16 states either started or ended 
DTS — or both -- on different 
dates. The remaining states 
didn't observe DST at all. 
Now there's a move on foot to 
get some unformity into the 
picture 
Next Monday Congress is due 
to begin action on legislation 
that would eliminate the snarls 
now involved in observing DST. 
The Senate Commerce Com­ 
mittee will hold a hearing on a 
bill proposed by the Committee 
on Time Uniformity, which was 
formed by the Transportation 
Association of America. 
The bill would fix the last 
Sunday of April and the last 
Sunday of October as the man­ 
datory starting 
and ending 
dates for DST in states and 
communities utilizing it. The 
m easure would have nothing to 
do with whether DST was ob­ 
served in any particular area.

Place a hard-cooked egg In 
the center of each square and 
add about 1/4 cup undiluted 
eyeam of mushroom soup. Bring 
‘ corners of squares together, 
crimp edges closed, and fold 
the top "over" so the crust 
will resemble a purse. Place 
on greased baking sheet. Bake 
in hot oven about 10 minutes 
then reduce heat and continue 
cooking until thoroughly heated. 
Serve piping hot with cream of 
mushroom 
sauce, and 
diced 
pimiento garnish. 
If desired, 
the eggs may be sliced and ham 
cubes added to the sauce.

Text of Proposed Voting Rights Act 


A BILL [SI664] 
To enforce the Fifteenth Amendment 
to the Constitution of the United 
States 


Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of 
Representatives 
of 
the 
United States of America in Congress 
assembled, That this Act shall be 
known as the “Voting Rights Act of 
1965.“ 


SEC. 2. No voting qualification or 
procedure shall be imposed or applied 
to deny or abridge the right to vote 
on account of race or color. 


SEC. 3. (a) 
No person shall be 
denied the right to vote in any Fed­ 
eral, State, or local election because 
of his failure to comply with any test 
or device, in any State or in any 
political subdivision of a Slate which 
(1) the Attorney General determines 
maintained on November 1, 
1964, 
any test or device as a qualification 
for voting, and with respéét to which 
(2) the Director of the Census deter­ 
mines that less than 50 percent of 
the persons of voting age residing 
therein were registered on November 
1, 1964, or that less than 50 percent 
of such persons voted in the presi­ 
dential election of November 1964. 
(b) The phrase “test or device” 
shall mean any requirement that a 
person as a prerequisite for voting or

qualifications for voting. An applica­ 
tion to an examiner shall be in such 
form as the Commission may require 
and shall contain allegations that the 
applicant is not otherwise registered 
to vote, and that, within ninety days 
preceding his application, he has been 
denied under color of law the op­ 
portunity to register or to vote or 
has been found not qualified to vote 
by a person acting under color of 
law: Provided, That the requirement

waived by the Attorney General. 


(b) Any 
person 
whom 
the 
Ex­ 
aminer finds to have the qualifica­ 
tions prescribed by State law in ac­ 
cordance with instructions received 
under section 6(b) shall promptly be 
placed on a list of eligible voters. A 
challenge to such listing may be made 
in accordance with section 6(b) and 
shall not be the basis for a prosecu­ 
tion under any provision of this Act. 
The list shall be available for public 
inspection and the examiner shall 
certify and transmit such list, and 
any supplements as appropriate, each 
month to the offices of the appro­ 
priate election officials, with copies 
to the Attorney General and the at­ 
torney general of the State. Any 
person whose name appears on such 
a list shall be entitled and allowed 
to vote in the election district of 
his residence unless and until the ap­ 
propriate election officials shall have 
b^en notified that such person has 
been removed from such list in ac­ 
cordance with subsection (d): Pro­ 
vided, That no person shall be en­ 
titled to vote in any election by 
virtue of this Act unless his name 
shall have been certified and trans­ 
mitted on such a list to the offices 
of the appropriate election officials 
at least 45 days prior to such elec­ 
tion.

(c) The examiner shall issue to 
each person appearing on such a list 
a certificate evidencing his eligibility 
to vote. 


(d) A person whose name appears 
on such a list shall be removed there­ 
from by an examiner if (1) he has 
been successfully challenged in ac­ 
cordance with the procedure pre­ 
scribed in section 6(a), or (2) he 
has been determined by an examiner 
(i) not to have voted at least once 
during three consecutive years while 
listed, or (ii) to have otherwise lost 
his eligibility to vote. 


(e) No person shall be denied the 
right tc- vote for failure to pay a 
poll tax if he tenders payment of 
such tax for the current year to 
an examiner, whether or not such 
tender would be timely or adequate 
under State law.

United States, an action for preven­ 
tive relief, incldding an application 
for a temporary or permanent injunc­ 
tion, restraining order, or other order, 
and including an order directed to the 
State and State or local election offi­ 
cials to require them to honor listings 
under this Act. 
(e) Whenever a person alleges to 
an examiner within 24 hours after 
the closing of the polls that notwith­ 
standing his listing under this Act 
he has not been permitted to vote or 
that his vote was not counted, the 
examiner shall forthwith notify the 
United States Attorney for the judi­ 
cial district if such allegation in his 
opinion appears to be well founded. 
Upon receipt of such notification, the 
United States Attorney may forthwith 
apply to the district court for an 
order enjoining certification of tha 
results of the election, and the court 
shall issue such an order pending a 
hearing to determine whether the al­ 
legations are well founded.

SEC. 10. Listing procedures shall be 
terminated in any political subdivision 
of any State whenever the Attorney 
General notifies the Civil

Commission (1) that all persons listed 
by the examiner for such subdivision 
have been placed on th«' appropriate 
voting registration roll, and (2) that 
there is no longer reasonable cause 
to believe that persons will be de­ 
prived of or denied the right to vote 
on account of race or color in such 
subdivision. 


SEC'. 11. (a) All cases of civil and 
criminal contempt arising under the 
provisions of this Act shall he gov­ 
erned by section 151 of th0 Civil 
Rights Act of 1957 (42 U.S.C, 1995). 
(b) No court other than the district 
court for the District of Columbia 
shall have jurisdiction to issue any 
declaratory judgment or any restrain­ 
ing order or temporary or permanent 
injunction against the execution or 
enforcement of any provision of this 
Act or any action of any Federal 
officer or employee pursuant hereto. 
(c) The term “vote” shall have the 
same meaning as in section 2004 of 
the Revised Statutes (42 U.S.C. 1971 
(e) ). 


(d)Any statement made to an ex­ 
aminer may be the basis for a prose­ 
cution under section 1001 of Title 18, 
United States Code. 


SEC. 12. There are hereby autho­ 
rized to be appropriated such sums 
as arc necessary to carry out the 
provisions of this Act. 


SEC. 13. If any provision of this 
Act or the application thereof to any 
person or circumstances is held in­ 
valid, the remainder of the Act and 
th«* application of the provision to 
other persons not similarly situated or 
to other circumstances shall not be 
affected thereby.

A BILL [S1664] 
To enforce the Fifteenth Amendment 
to the Constitution of the United 
States 


Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of 
Representatives 
of the 
United States of America tn Congress 
assembled. That this Act shall be 
known as the "Voting Rights Act of 
1965.” 


SEC. 2. No voting qualification or 
procedure shall bo imposed or applied 
to deny or abridge the right to vote 
on account of race or color. 


SEC. 3. (a) No person shall be 
denied the right to vote in any Fed­ 
eral, State, or local election because 
of his failure to comply with any test 
or device, in any State or in any 
political subdivision of a Slate which

any test or device as a qualification 
for voting, and with respect to which

Such challenge 
shall be entertained only if made 
within ten days after the challenged 
person is listed, and if supported by 
the affidavit of at least two persons 
having personal knowledge of th<* 
facts constituting grounds for the 
challenge, and such challenge shall be 
determined within seven days after 
it was made.

(c) Whoever conspires to violate 
the provisions of subsection (a) or (hi 
of this section, or interferes with any 
right secured by section 2, 3, or 7, 
shall be fined not more than $5,(NX), 
or imprisoned not more than five 
years, or both.

gaged or there are reasonable grounds 
to believe that any person is al>out to 
engage in any act or practice pro­ 
hibited by section 2, 3, 7 or 8 or sub­ 
section (b) of this section, the At­ 
torney General rhay institute for the 
United States, or in the name of the 
United States, an action for preven­ 
tive relief, incldding an application 
for a temporary or permanent injunc­ 
tion, restraining order, or other order, 
and including an order diivcted to the 
State and State or local election offi­ 
cials to require them to honor listings 
under this Act. 
le) Whenever a person alleges to 
an examiner within 24 hours after 
tlu* closing of the polls that notwith­ 
standing his listing under this Ac.t 
hu has not been permitted to vote or 
that his vote was not counted, the 
examiner shall forthwith notify the 
United States Attorney for the judi­ 
cial district if such allegation in his 
opinion appears to be well founded. 
Uixrn receipt of such notification, the 
United States Attorney may forthwith 
apply to the district court for an 
order enjoining certification of tho 
results of the election, and the court 
shall issue such an order pending a 
hearing to determine whether the al­ 
legations are well founded. In the 
event the court determines that per­ 
sons who are entitled to vote under 
the provisions of this Act were not 
permitted to vote or their votes wore 
not counted, it shall provide for the 
casting or counting of their ballots 
and require the inclusion of their 
votes in the total vote liefore any jx*r- 
son shall he deemed to Ik* elected b y 
virtue of any election with respect to 
w'hirh an order enjoining certification 
of the results has been issued. 
(f) The district courts of the United 
States shall have jurisdiction of pro­ 
ceedings instituted pursuant to this 
section and shall exercise the same 
without regard to whether an appli­ 
cant for listing under this Act shall 
have exhausted any administrative or 
other remedies that may be provided 
by law. 


SEC. 10. Listing procedures shall be 
terminated in any political subdivision 
ot any State whenever the Attorney 
General notifies the Civil Service 
Commission (1) that all persons listed 
by the examiner for such subdivision 
have been placed on tho appropriate 
voting registration roll, and (2) that 
there is no longer reasonable cause 
to lielieve that persons will he de­ 
prived of or denied the right to vo»o 
on account of race or color in such 
subdivision. 


SEC. 11. (a) All cases of civil and 
criminal contempt arising under the 
provisions of this Act shall be gov­ 
erned by section 151 of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1957 (42 U.S.C 1995). 
(b) No court other than the district 
court for the District of Columbia 
shall have jurisdiction to issue any 
declaratory judgment or uny restrain­ 
ing order or tcnqiorary or permanent 
injunction against the execution or 
enforcement of any provision of this 
Act or any action of any Federal 
officer or employee pursuant hereto. 
(c) The term "vote” shall have the 
same moaning as in section 2004 of 
the Revised Statutes (42 U.S.C. 1971 
(c) ). 
(d)Any statem ent mack* to an ex­ 
aminer may be the basis for a prose­ 
cution under section 1001 of Title 18, 
United States Code. 


SEC. 12. There arc hereby autho­ 
rized to be appropriated such sums 
as are necessary to carry out the 
provisions of this Act. 


SEC. 13. If any provision of this 
Act or tho application thereof to any 
person or rircumstnncos is held in­ 
valid, the remainder of the Act and 
the application of the provision to 
other persons not similarly situated or 
to other circumstances shall not be 
affected thereby.

Even More 
Dangerous, 
Fire Possible 


LA CROSSE, Wis. 
AP— A 
tilting storage tank laden wdth 
107,000 gallons of 
gasoline 
added an awesome fire peril 
today to the woes of LaC rosse^ 
braced for the 
record flood 
crest sweeping down the Mis­ 
sissippi River valley. 
“ God, can you imagine fire 
moving along on this c re s t.“ 
said a police officer assigned 
to the em ergency guard over 
the tank farm where 15 million 
gallons of gasoline are stored. 
A 75-foot rupture in a protect­ 
ing dike poured eight feet of 
water over the complex Mon­ 
day, and Fire Chief F red Genz 
S r. said the potential danger 
increased with the exposure of 
the tanks to flood debris. 
While the self-sealing tanks 
are not leaking, the 
w ater 
around them is coated by an 
oil slick from a nearby auto 
junk yard. 
The 
M ississippi clim bed to 
17.4 feet, more than five feet 
over flood stage at La C rosse, 
as it swept downriver. 
At Winona, Minn., about 25 
m iles to the north, m early 1,000 
persons left their homes in an 
orderly evacuation when w ater 
began coming up through storm 
sew ers after seeping uader pro­ 
tective dikes.

Nearly 3,500 homes have been 
damaged or destroyed in Wis­

and 
Minnesota, with 
2,428 in Minnesota. 
Gov. Otto K em er of Illinois 
and Gov. W arren E. H eam es 
of M issouri met at Quincy, 
111., to plan flood defenses for 
th eir states. 
Elsew here along Iowa's east­ 
ern border, there were indica­ 
tions of record floods in the 
next 10 days but they may not 
be as costly as those of the 
past. 
Brig. Gen. H. G, Woodbury, 
deputy director of civil work
